The Mitra Vilas of the 19th Apri states that Lord Lytton 
and Lord Beaconsfield are responsible 
for the Kabul war. They have waged 
this war in order to acquire fame. They thought. that they 
would be able to conquer and annex Afghanistan without any 
great diffioulty. But they have been disappointed in their 
hopes.

The abolition of English rumoured that the English classes at- 158 copies 
schools in Oudh. tached to the Anglo-vernacular 
schools in Oudh will be abolished this year, and instruction 
will in future be given only in vernacular, because the offi- 
cers in the province are of opinion that higher education 
fosters political discontent. If the rumour is well founded, 
it is really surprising that the officers should entertain such 
an opinion. A good education makes one humble and not 
disloyal. Does it teach disloyalty to the natives? As imperial- 
ism is now in full force in the country, no one has the cour- 
age to say anything against the opinion of the officers. Since 
the establishment of British rule in India there have been 
several rebellions. Did the educated natives ever take part 
in any of them? Probably the reason why the officers

The Mihr-i-Nimroz (Bijnor) of the 13th April (received 
on the 17th idem) urges that the dead- 
house, which is situated near the 
boarding house in front of the jail at Bijnor, should be demo- 
lished and another erected on the other side of the jail. At 
present, when a corpse happens to be examined when the 
students are taking a walk in the garden attached to the 
boarding-house, they are much affected by the sight and ean- 
not do any work for some time. Young students are often 
frightened by the cries of the kahars when they carry corpses 
at midnight to the dead-house. The dining-room of the stu- 

dents is situated near the road by which corpses are carried 
to the dead-house, and therefore, if a rotten corpse pasees the 
room when they are taking their food, they are generally 
obliged to give up their food on account of the bad smell. 
Moreover, it should be observed that when corpees alter 
examination at the dead-house are carried to the burial-ground, 
they have to pass through some public streets and uf 
fares, and consequently the people are exposed to ff 
inconvenience from the bad smell which emanates from them. 
Tf a dead-house were constructed on the other side of the jail, 
the students and the people would be saved all this inooave- 
nience. The cost of constructing a new house will, 0 * 
more than Rs. 50 or 60. e
